Tragedy struck just south of Kinston Saturday, Jan..18, when an afternoon mobile home fire claimed 
the life of one child and caused injuries 10 two Other children..At approximately 4:28 p.m. last 
Saturday, the Kinston Fire Department was notified of a mobile home fire on Coffee County Rd. 
479 just inside the Covington County. line (2. miles south of Kinston on. the Covington/Coffee 
County line). Upon arrival, firefighters found the home of David and Staci Wise burning with three 
young children trapped inside, along with a 16-year-old male (whose named was not available). The 
16-year-old, reported as-the babysitter, was able to reniove one child and assisted emergency per- 
sonnel in removing the other two from the mobile home; however, the youngest of the three, 18- 


month-old D.J. Wise, died from injuries sustained. The two other brothers, Alex and Austin, also 
sustained injuries and were transported to. Mizell Memorial Hospital in Opp and then. later to the 
Shriners Burn Center in Birmingham. The |6-year-old was also taken to Mizell Memorial but was 


released after an overnight stay.

There are some of the larger, more spend- 
spend-spend states which are reporting bigger annual deficits 
than Alabama's total budget! A number of states are cutting 
vital health care programs but thus far Alabama is holding true 
in that area. The solution to these financial woes will probably 
be something none of us like, but we will be forced to hold our 
noses and approve it . . the alternative could be a whole lot 
worse 


Our dog hasn't been in the battle of words over the idea of a pay 
raise for Alabama legislators. The idea didn’t float very long in 
the organizational session earlier this month and for the sake of 
all Alabama, we hope the idea is dead for now. With budget 
shortfalls everywhere, it is a bad time to bring up an always 
unpopular pay raise. proposal, While anyone who travels knows 
the high (and rising) cost of motels and restaurant eating, there 
are many, many people in Alabama who can only dream of a 
total income anywhere near. that of our legislator’s individual 
“expense accounts”. We suggest that once the budget problems 
diminish (read that as economy improves), the lawmakers 
should prepare a breakdown of the reasonable cost to stay in 
Montgomery during a session. This could be widely circulated 
and if a raise is justified, the numbers would show. It shouldn't 
be hard to assemble some real, believable numbers that most 
reasonable folks could accept... .. they might even be accept- 
able to some néwspaper editorial wniters.

January 20 is also the cele- 
bration of the life and times of 
Martin Luther King, Jr. 

King, who realized. that 
changes in society would take 
time, would not be surprised 
that it took two decades after 
his death to make his birthday 
a national holiday ( although 
his real birthday is on January 
15). King spent his life fight- 
ing for equality, but not with- 
out adversity. Mr. King was 
threatened by many, jailed, and 
his house was bombed; he was 
even stabbed once while on a 
book tour in Harlem by an 
African-American woman, but 


he never gave up working and ° 


fighting for what he believed 
in.. Mr. King. wrote several 
books, including Stride Toward 
Freedom (1958) and Why We 
Can't Wait (1964). He also 
wrote “Letter From 
Birmingham Jail”, which 
became a classic in the civil 
tights. movement. -He. was 
president of SCLC ( Southern 
Christian Leadership 
Conference), and when he was 
not preaching at his church on 
Dexter Avenue in Montgomery, 
AL, he was often on the road

Conservation Department warns 
against keeping any wild animals 


The Alabama Department of 
Conseryation and Natural 
Resources wants you to know 
that it is illegal to possess: or 
keep in captivity any live, pro- 
tected bird or wild: animal. 
Department officials hope that a 


new regulation will eventually 


eliminate private citizens from 
holding protected wildlife in 
capUvity. Persons currently 
holding wildlife without ‘a_per- 
mit are given until March 31, 
2003, to notify the Division of 
Wildlife and ~ Freshwater 
Fisheries to apply for a permit 
or to voluntarily surrender the 
animals. Persons found holding 
wildlife in captivity after the 
March 31,, 2003, deadline will 
be subject to prosecution and 
the seizure of illegally held ani- 
mals. No more permits will be 
issued after this date. 
Conservation Enforcement 


Chief Allan Andress says many 
people don’t realize that keep- 
ing wild animals can actually be 
detrimental to their survival. “If 
you take a wild animal out of its 
environment and it becomes 
accustomed to people, it can 
never survive in the wild again,” 
he said. “In addition, most peo- 
ple are not educated on the spe- 
cific care that wild animals 
need, nor do they have the prop- 
er facilitiés to adequately care 
for them.” 

Animal lovers who attempt to 
keep wild animals as pets unwit- 
tingly expose themselves to 
‘danger, says Wildlife Chief 
Gary Moody. “The potential for 
Serious injury to humans is very 
real if these animals get used to 
people.” It may be tempting for 


-someone who finds a young 


wild animal to want to keep it as 
a pet, but baby animals should 


be left in the wild where then 
mothers can properly care for 
them. Many animals, especially 
fawns, may. appear to be aban- 
doned, but they are not. 

Potential for spread of disease 
is another reason wild animals 
should not be held in captivity. 
Rabies is just one disease that 
can be spread by wild animals. 
Because there is no known 
rabies vaccine for animals such 
as raccoons and foxes, the dan- : 
ger of ‘spreading this disease is 
of great concern. 

“We are looking out for the 
best interests of Alabama's 
wildlife and for her citizens.” 
said Riley Boykin Smith, 
Commissioner of the 
Department of Conservation 
and. Natural Resources. “Even 
the most well-intentioned 
actions could place both man 
and animal in jeopardy.”

Most home, yard and garden — 


waste can be eliminated by 
composting, and with a few sim- 
ple steps and a little care, back- 
yard composting is a nonoffen- 
sive process. 

Wastes can be composted in 
bins made of wire, wood, con- 
crete block or simply in a pile. 

Many garden suppliers now 
market various. composting 
units. 

In some ways, composting is 
like gardening, except instead of 
managing factors promoting 
plant growth, the gardener is 
controlling the factors influenc- 
ing microbial breakdown of 
plant matter,

For the most efficient com- 
posting, the microorganisms 
doing the work need the right 
balance of air, water, carbon, 
nitrogen and heat. The compost 
pile must either be built to allow 
air to diffuse into the center of 


_ the pite or it-must be turned 


every three to four weeks, Lack 
of oxygen in the compost pile 
can result in offensive odors. 
The compost pile also needs to 
be moist but not dripping wet so. 
the microorganisms can survive 
and function. « 

The ratio of carbon to nitro- 
gen is important. Grass clip- 
pings have a greater amount of 
nitrogen than wood chips, which 
are high in carbon. Increasing 
nitrogen will speed up the 
decomposition and use up more 
oxygen in the process. The pile 
will have to be turned. more 
often. Adding woody. wastes 
slows decomposition. 

As microorganisms decom- 
pose plant material, tempera- 


tures rise. At temperatures 
above 140°F the microorgan- 
isms begin to die, Keeping the 
pile turned will keep tempera- 
tures below 140 F and help 
these microorganisms work. 

Try composting your leaves 
this fall. Build a compost pile by 
stacking a few branches or twigs 
first, then adding a 6 or 8-inch 
layer of leaves. To supply nitro- 
gen, add kitchen scraps on top 
of the leaves or scatter one cup 
of 13-13-13 fertilizer. Adding a 
2 or’3 inch soil layer will help 
supply some of the microorgan- 
isms needed to begin decompo- 
sition. Repeat this. sequence of 
layers, leaving out the coarser 
materials. Turn the compost pile 
every three or four weeks and 
add water, if the pile gets too 
dry. 

Compost may be ready in as 
little as six weeks, depending on 
how it is managed. Finished 
compost will look uniform, 
almost like potting soil, .

With the rehabilitation pro}- 
ect of the levee underway, the 
state recently acquired several 
homes. that were located too 
close to the levee’ and marked 
for removal: One such home, 
acquired by the state, was given 
to: the.

Workman's -Comp. insurance 
for the city showed an 88 per- 
cent increase. A similar increase 
will hit the Elba Water and 
Electric Department, Mayor 
James Grimes -told council 
members.

$77,350 in 2003.

City employees experienced 
an unusually high claims year 
during 2002, which is the cause 
of the big increase.
